REMARKS 

Claims 45, 46, 51-53, 56-67 and 71-84 were pending. The Examiner rejected claims 46, 
60-67, and 71-84, and allowed claims 45, 51-53, and 56-59. In order to further prosecution, and 
without acquiescing in any of the rejections for at least the reasons given in prior responses, 
Applicants have herein cancelled claims 46, 60-67, and 71-84. Applicants expressly preserve 
their right to pursue the cancelled claims in one or more continuation applications. Accordingly, 
allowed claims 45, 51-53, and 56-59 are pending. 

In light of the amendments, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and the 
issuance of a Notice of Allowance regarding allowed claims 45, 51-53, and 56-59.

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b)
